in ſo much that he preſently diſcharged a ſmall Per 
to give the Fort notice of it, who readily anſwered; 
fame with a whole diſcharge of their Cannon. 
overtaken at that inſtant of time with a Storm of Raiiir 
we were obliged to put in for ſhelter into a great k | 
we, found before us, to light the Granadiers Matcly 
and wait till Day appeared, during which ſpace 
Enemy hired continually from the Town to frighte

On the 20th, at break of Day we marched ow 
Order towards the Town, with onr Drums. beating

did all they could to repulſe us, and preſently [ 
ſome of our Men. Being encquraged with this Wy 
Advantage, they had the boldneſs to Sally out upol 
with Sword in Hand, but ſeeing we gave them a 
vigorous Reception, they fled without any more 
and contented themſelves with breaking down *the 
Bridges, to hinder us from advancing ; But this aeP: 
not prevent our croſſing the Ditch, and get to the Wiſe 
of the Wall, whereof we rendred our ſelges Maſtes 
ſpight of all the Reſiſtance made by them, who v 
not Proof againſt our Granadoes, that drove themear 
to the very Houſes, which are all of them built on phe 
poſe for Places of Defence, in caſe they be attacilhe 7 
and from whence in a ſhort time we alſo drove Wiley 
They fled to the Place of Arms, and entrenched bee 
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wes in a ſtrong Ceze, which we call a Redoubt, and 
ih, when they had defended for an hour's rime, they 
live alſo forced to abandon, in ſo much that we pur- 
kd them from Fort to Fort, till we came to a third, 
h is the greateſt, and moſt conſiderable of them

In the Year One Thouſand Six Hundred and Nir 
Four, after I had ravaged the Coaſt of Caraqua, I went\! 
up'to Windward towards St. Croix, where I underſtood | 
that there were ſome Merchant Ships, with a Con 
to come from Barbadoes and Nevis, and bound for 
land ; and upon the ſame Information I reſolved to 
up to the height of the Bermader, hoping to th 
ſmall Fleet, and ſo to make a good Booty of it. I wal 
ſcarce got thither, but that I ſaw them appear, and ſai 
ing directly towards me, without any Apprehenſions df 
Danger upon them« But I preſently atrack'd their Con- 
voy, called the Wolf, and took her, with Two more of 
the Merchant Ships laden with' Sugar, the reſt having 
made their Eſcape during the Fight; As I was carrying 
my Prize into France, I met with another Engliſh 
of Sixteen Guns, coming from Spain, and bound alb 
for England, that after a ſhort Fight truck, and which 
I carried to Rochel, where the rang fp che 
fame to be good Prize, When I had fold this Ship, [ 
carried my Three other Veſlels to Bowrdeanx, where 1 
arrived in September, One Thouſand Six Hundred Nine 
ty and Four ; and theſe laſt alſo being condemned a4 
good Prizes, I made it my Buſineſs preſently to find out 
Merchants thac would buy them. : " SI 

In rhe mean time, my Freebooters, who had not ſeen 
France in a long time, finding themſelves now in a great 
City, where Pleaſure and Plenty reigned, were not back- 
ward to refreſh themſelves after the Fatigues they had 
endured while {6 long abſent from their native Country.

” When I had revitoalled my Ship, that carried no 
more than Thirty four Pieces of Cannon, I left Bowr- 
texx, in the Month of Febraary, in the Year One 
Thouſand Six Hundred Ninety and Five, with an In- 
tention to go and cruiſe on the Coaſt of Gainey in Afri- 
ta, I got up to the Azores,which are Thirty ſeven Degrees 
Latitude, and cruiſed thereabouts for the ſpace of 
Eight Days,without any Purchaſe : From thence I paſſed 
tothe Canary Iflands, which are in Twenty five Degrees 
North Latitude : We diſcovered the Peak of Tenariff 
4 great way off, which they ſay is the higheſt Moun- 
tain in the World, They report theſe Mountains had 
their Names from Dogs, which th: Latins call Canis , 
and which the Port#g«-ſe found here in great Numbers 
upon their firſt Arrival. I cruiſed round about them for

He gave me many Demonſtrations of his Friendſhip 
he alſo ſtretched out his Hand to me, ſaying, it was the 
ficſt time he had ever done ſo -to any Man before me 
Being come to his Houſe, he fate at his Door, and made 
me take Place on the one fide of him, as his Son did an 
the other. He asked me ſeveral Queſtions conceyni 
the Greatneſs and Power of the King my Maſter; ”, 
when I had told him, that he alone waged War againt 
the Englih and Datch, whom himfelf knew, as havay 
ſeen them often at the Cape of LZopez,that he alſo-w | 
againſt the Germans and Spaniards, who were ma 
Porent Nations than the Enghi/+ and Dutch; He told 


drink the King of France's Health.Preſently they brought 
him ſome Palm-Wine, which is not unpleaſant 
drink, and his Wives ſerved him in a great Cryſtal Gla 
As ſoon as he began to take the Glaſs, the Negro Ma 
and Women lifred up the Right Arm, and held th 
fame in that poſture very —_ he had done drigh 
ing: But when it was over, they made a great nai 
with their Trumpets and Drums, and diicharged af 
their Muſquets, or I ſhould have rather faid, Fufils. te 

Prince Thomas then asked me what the King' 
France's Name was, and having told him , Lk 
le Grand, he faid he had a mind I- ſhould hold-it 
Child of his, of about Seven or Eight Months old, wt 
yer} and that I ſhould give him the Name of Zan 
fe Grand, which made me ſmile a little at the Humouſi 
He told me alfo, that the firſt Voyage I ſhould! mall 
into his Country, he would give the Child to cartzl 
Faxce for a Preſent for the King, to whole Service! 
devoted him, being defirous he ſhould be broi 
up according to the Cuſtom of the Country, and 
of ſo great a Prince. I alfo ifed on my part; 4 
the firlt time I came to the Coaſt of Gainey, I the 
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not! fail to come and put him in mind of his Promiſe, 
that ſo, upon my Return into France, I might be capa- 
ble of making the greateſt Preſent that could be unto 
the King, in preſenting him with the Son of Prince 
Thimas. And afſure him, ſaid the ſame-Frince, thar 1 
am his Friend, and that if he has occaſion for my Ser- 
viges, 4 1] * my {lf into Fraxce with all the Lances 
and Fufils belonging to the King my Father, which was 
2s much as to ſay, with all the Force of the Kingdom, 
The King preſently purſued the Diſcourſe, and aflured 
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karir; and with that, all the Negro Men and Women 
miſed ſuch a Shout as much ſurprized me ; and this was 
farce over, when the Fufileers made a general Diſcharge 
gfitheir Arms, the Trumpets and Drums went ro 1t 
again, and thoſe who carried the Lances ſet themſelves 
{running from one fade to another with ſuch horrible 
Qutcries as frighted me. * I was really ignorant of the 
meaning of all this, and could not be fatished till I ſaw 
ge King drink the French King's Realth a ſecond tinze, 
mth the ſame Ceremonies as at firſt. Prince Thomas 
tank it alſo, and all of us were commanded to do the 
ame. . This being over, the King ordered Two Wax 
Gakes to be brought, whereof he made me a Preſent, 
&fring me to accept of them as a Token of his Friend- 
and then he went into his Houſe, 
tell The Audience being thus over, Prince Thomas carried 
+ acalong with him into all the Parts of the Village whi- 
& he went to viſit his Friends, and we went the ſuc- 
keding Days to fee ſeveral other Villages that are ſcat- 
tered up and dowm the Country at about Five Leagues 
tance from each other. 

Theſe People, the greateſt part of whom had never 
£2 at the Sea-ſide, and conſequently had not ſeen any 
White People, ran from all Quarters to fee us, and 
Jhwoght us more Fruit, with Bufflers and Elephants 
zou8fleſh, than we could eat. As for the Elephants of this 
ſeuntry, they are not altogether like unto thoſe in the 
toitlaf- dies, whereof they are a different Species, as are 
cel. thaſe of Cafala,near Zargnebar,on the Eaſtern Coaſts 
| Ethiopia ; The Negro's eat of their Fleſh with a 
| Appetite, and like the ſame better than any other ;

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me he would go thither in Perſon, if there was need ' 
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inſtead of that of Buffers which 1 prefer much be,

As they were not able to comprehend the Difference 
there was between the Colour of their Faces and ours 
they would frequently put their Hands upon our Face 
to (ee if the white Colour would go off ; and it was the 
Fortune of many of us, to meer with Hands ſcrub. 
bed with Knifes, ſo as that many times we were hurt 
with them, which yer we durſt not complain of. Prince 
Thomas, when he ſaw that, commanded all his Atten- 
dance: that they ſhould ſuffer none to come to rub and 
ſcrape us with their Fingers in that manner, and ſpoke 
aloud to all the People rhat came to fee us, that all 
Strangers /were White as we were z and that if the Ne- 

ro's went into another Country, they would ſeem to 
as odd coloured there as we were in Gainey, Her 
laughed alſo from time to time to ſee the People runin 
that Faſhion after us, as if we had been ſome unknown 
Animal ; And I am not certain whether he were forry to 
ſee us thus incommoded with the Importunities of t 
Negro's, or that he took tome pieaſure to ſee the Folly 
of his Country Men, as I have done many a time, to 
behold all their extravagant Humours. | 

Ar laſt, after a Journey and Diverfton together of 
Three Days, the Prince brought me back by another 
way to take my Leave of his Father : The King care 
ſed me a thouſand times, after a moſt obliging manner, 
according to the Cuſtom of his Country, and made me 

romiſe I ſhould give him a Viſit the firſt time I returned 
into Gainey, Then we embarked in our Canoes , and 
next Day. came to Prince Thomas his Village, where he 
continued to treat us after the manner he had been uſed 
todo. Here he ſpake to me again, that he would have 
me ſtand Witneſs for his'Son at his Baptiſm, which l 
did with ſo much the more pleaſure in that I was help 
ful to make a Chriftian, and fanCtify a Soul. 

But as I was dubious whether the Prieſt of the Tom 
knew how to baptize the Child, or that he could remem- 
ber the Words he ought to fay at the Adminiſtration of 
that mm, 6 ted the ray by ”_ he al Jr 
out of one of the Portugae , whi 
did, to Cape Lopez : 5 = > came from thence in

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' TwoDays time. The Portzgueſe were- the People that 
brought the Chriſtian Religion firſt into theſe Counntl 
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It's true, they have not kept the ſame up there as the 
ought to have done ; but the Difficulties that obſtr 
that good Eſtabliſhment, proceeds, without doubt, from 
hence, that Men muſt dwell in a Country that is no bet- 
ter than Savage, where the Air and their Viftuals are not 
ſo agreeable to Strangers. To give Religion a ſure 
footing in theſe Regions, it's neceflary that the Emro- 
peans have fixed Habitations, or build Towns there ; 
that they inſtru the Negro's in the Truths of the Chri- 
ſtian Faith, and that they ſend out Miſſionaries from 
time to time among theſe poor Wrerches. This might 
yery ealily be done, becauſe theſe People are very do- 
cible and readily apprehend the Truths which you 
would teach them, as having, lived without any Faith ac 
all or any Idea of another Religion,for a long time. Theſe 
Negro's being once become Chriſtians, you might make 
Prieſts amongſt them of their own Nation, who might 
be furniſhed with B6oks for rhe Ceremonies of the 
Church, and a Catechiſm for the Rule of their Faith, 
until they were capable ro read the New Teſtament, Ir 
is neceſſary alſo, that a Biſhop were conſtituted in this 
Town, who ſhould take care to ſend Prieſts to the Dwel- 
lings of the Negro's, up and down the Countries, and to 
build Oratories in the moſt ulous Places. The 
Chriſtian Religion might in this manner be ſettled in 


Gminey, and fo become leſs ſubjeft ro be ruined by the 


Wars which Strangers make there. The Chriſtians alſo 
who dwell in'the Kingdoms of Feſ7 and Aareocco might 
be reformed, and a Correſpondence fertled berween the 
Prieſts-of that Nation and thoſe of Griney, that fo they 

ight be aſſiſting to one another, for the keeping up of 


Religion on all the Coaſts of Africe. It was in a man- 


ner not unlike unto this, that Chriſtianity eſtabliſh'd 
it {elf among the Gentiles, who were an hundred fold 
more averſe to our Faith, than the'Negro's of Gziney. 
The Prieſts of this Country are for the moſt part no 
Prieſts at all, as having never been Ordained by any 
Biſhop, and conſtituted themſelves in the room of thoſe 
that were deceaſed in their Country. And thus it is that 
they have nothing in a manner that favours of Chri- 
ſtianity, tho" they have Ceremonies enough, and ſome 
a ce of a Sacrifice. 
to return to our Baptiſm : The Portwgneſe Prieſt 
being: come, Prince 7h»mas- his Son was baptized, and

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named Lewis le Grand, in purſuance to the Intention 
his Father: A Negro Woman, 'and one of his Re 
ſerved as Godmother, and for Godfather. I was told 
aire was called Antonia, andithar ſhe had been thus nad 
med by the Wife of a Portwgneſe Captain at her Baptiſig| 

Two or Three Days after this Ceremony” was over; 
which was niiffiratad » with all the Magnificence the N& 
gro's were capable of, Prince Thowas his Guards which 

he kept at Cape de Lopez, to give him notice of the Ar. 
rival of any Ships, came to tell him there was an Exe/ifþ 
Ship come thither. I defired him to let me go on board 
her, that I might return to my own Country: to free my 
ſelf from thoſe many Inconveniences I {till laboured un- 
der. But he would not have me commit my ſelf into the 
hands of mine Enemies, and defired me to have a little 
Patience till the Arrival of ſome Portugueſe Ships. with 
which he would let me go. In the mean time the Prince 
went to Cape Lopez, there to exchange Elephaces Teeth, 
Beres-wax, and Negro's, for tron, Arms, and Brandy, a 
returned from' thence in Ten or Twelve Days. 

He told me, when he came back, that there was a 
Portugeſe Ship comte' to Anchor at Cape de Lopez, and 
that I ſhould go down in his Canoe in order to go on 
board her; that he had recommended'me to the Cap- 
tain, and that I ſhould want nothing that was neceflary 
for my Voyage into Exrope. WON 
 rR_—_ gathered my Men togerher, except Two 

whom I did not think fit to wait for; for they were 
gone up into the Country Five or Six Days before, and 
I knew not where to find them, We therefore embark'd. 
on board this Prince's Canoes, after I had taken my 
leave of him ; and upon our Arrival at Cape Lopez, I 


found the Portugueſe Commander to be one of my 'J' 


Friends, with whom I had contrafted Acquaintance at 
the Iſle of St. Thomas, I went on board him, and three 
days after, we anchored at the ſaid Iſland, the Gover- 
nour whereof ſhewed me and my Men a Thouſand Ci 
vilities during a Month's ſpace that we were forced to 
tarry in that Port. At the expiration of that time 
came in an Eg/i/> Ship, that had been out upon the 
Gold-Coaſt : I made Acquaintance with the Captain, and 
we grow to be ſuch Friends, that I thought my ſelf ob- 
lig'd in Honour to accept of the Offers he- made me: 
He pray d te to go on board his Ship, and aſſured me 
ſhould 
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ſhould find all the belp imaginable at Barhadoes, whi- 
ther he was bound, becauſe there were very good Jew: 
in that Iſland of we ai I em- 
therefore on his Ship, with all my Men, notwith- 
ms Beokbe® » nl mg. Te Governour of 
Ind, to make me ſuſpicious ngliſh-man, 
who was undoubtedly as honeſt a Man as any of his 
_y: He was ſo civil as to give me his own Cabin , 
with all the Pleaſure and Diverfhon he could think of, 
for the ſolacing of my Spirits, under the AﬀMictions I 
had from time to time endured. | | 
- Ten days after our departure from St,7homas, a blaſt 
of Wind unhappily made us loſe our Rudger, in the 
room whereof we were forced to ſet up a ſpare Top- 
Maſt, and this proved a 1am wy to our Voyage, 
which laſted no-leſs than three Months. . 
Proviſions began to be ſcarce before our Arrival at 
arbagoes, fo that when we came than, had no more 
n what would have ſerved us for three days longer, 
inſomuch that the Captain being concerned that he had 
taken our Men on Board, ordered our Allowance to be 
kflened three fourths of what it ſhould be. When we 
ye got to Port, the Captain went to wait upon. Co- 
lonel {, who is General t Arhetrply ma 
whole Adventure with the G ip of Azgola, and 
was much blamed for bringing me to Barbadees,, When 
the Captain returned on d his Ship, he. rold me 


what the Governour had ſaid, who had forbid bim yon

| felf with only defiring me not go aſhoar, that it might

The Phyficians themſelves were obliged to be

the time I ſtaid there. ' Three days after I was brought 
thither, the Major-General came to fee me from 7 
lonel Ruſſe! the Governour ; he very civilly offered meg 
his Protection, and all rhoſe things that could be con.” 
ducive for the recovery cf my Health : The fame Major;' 
as alſo Me Captain of the Garriſon, came alſo to Vi 

me from time to time, tho' I apprehended they came 
not- ſo much to infpe&t into the ſtate of my health, as 
to ſee if I were in a' Condition to be tranſported out of 
that Ifland, Colonel R«ſſe/ alſo himſelf, abour ren! of.

Merchant's, He told me, I ſhould be better accommo- 
dated there than at Jacbb Zews's ; bur T'rhought it was 
to the intent I might be watched more narrowly, and 
not  cofhverſe with {6 _ He came to ſee 
me next day, and askt; how I liked my new Lodging?

I made anſwer, I knew that, and that I chought 
my ſelf an happy Man, to have fallen mto his hands: 
* Bur that the Eng Captain, who had brought me to 
Barbadoes, had given me his Word, I ſhould not be de- 
tained, nor any of my Men ; That it was upon his Faith 
given me, and the renders of Service he made me, that 
I had embarked, as firmly relying upon thoſe Teſtimo- 
nies of his Friendſhip he had given me. Then I defired 
him to grant me and my Men our Liberty, promiſing I 
ſhould ever be mindful of the Favour done me, whe- 
ther it were by reſtoring of the Priſoners I might take 
belonging to the Iſlands, of paying him ſuch a Ranſom

"Three days after, came a Bark, which the Count de 
Blenac, General of the French Iſlands, had ſent thither 
about the exchange of Priſoners: Colonel Reſſe/ ſent 
me word ſhe was come, and that I ſhould prepare to 
be gone. Then it was I had the Liberty to go to his 
Houſe, to render him Thanks for all the Civilities he 
had ſhewed me : He told me, ape ſorry that by the 
Laws of War he was bound to allow me no more Li- 

than I had, and that he pray'd me to uſe the 
Exgliſh kindly, then ſhould happen to fall into my 
This being done, I went on board the French 
Bark, which was commanded by the Sieur Cowrpon 
formerly an Inhabitant of St. Chr:/topbers, and I could 
never find any more of my Freebooters than thoſe two 
I have ſpoken of, whom the Governour ſent me. 

We went aſhoar at Port Rojal in Martinico, and I 
went with my Men to the Town to wait upon Monſieur 
de Blenac, who was then ſick of that Diſtemper he died 
of. I gave hitn a Relation of all my Adventures, and 
I am ſure he was ſurprized to hear the Particulars of fo 
many Misfortunes : As he would have me ſtay at his 
Houſe all the time I oo ed in Martinico, he made me 
every day repeat unto him the manner of my Fight 
with the Eng/i/s Man of War, and at Jaſt finding an 
Opportunity of getting me tranſported into France, he 
ſent for the Captain ot rhe Ship who was bound thicher,

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me to peanx, tO | 
me to fome Employ, but the day before my departtte 
he was taken ſo very i}, that he could not write, ard 
that'day, which was the Tenth of Jwne, in the Evening 
he died : I was mightily troubled at his Death for ſeve.
